There Is to be no new 


war between China and Japan. 
The 


bugle call of .battle has given place to 
the sake bowl and the candy jar. 


But the meaning of it all only the 


future can disclose. 
One thing alone 


seems certain. A new day Is dawning 
in the orients There has come into ex- 
istence a new doctrine ^j-hich, some 
think, may have something'o£ the same 
bearing in' Asia as the Monroe doctrine 
to America. 


Instead of China and Japan fighting 


they are, at least so says Japan, going 
to'stand, together. Little Japan is to 
be the big friend of great helpless China 
and see that nobody takes advantage 
of her;any more, not even Japan. That 
is how the Japanese -put it. If this Is 
the correct interpretation of the Im- 
portant diplomatic victory which Japan 
has just won over China, tho Japanese 
are going to do for the Chinese exactly 


what the Japanese have done for them- 
selves. No more is China to be at the 
mercy of the foreigner. 


In all the mist of doubt there are 


some who say that Japan's object may 
be as altruistic as she declares. There 
are also some who think that when 
Bret Harto wrote his famous poem 
about the "Heathen Chinee" he might 
with no injustice have included the 
Japanese as experts in the "ways that 
are dark." But whatever be the case the 
power of virtual tutorship which Japan 
has acquired over China may prove to 
contain temptations of which it would 
be hard to resist taking advantage. 


There is another view and that Is 


that Japan had acted in agreement 
with Great Britain to complete the 
courtliest of Germany- in the far east 
and shut the kaiser out of China by 
putting an end to the Intrigues of Ger- 
man diplomats and agents. 
With all 


the force of her mighty military organ- 
ization Japan now virtually stands be- 
hind China and erica "Hands off!" 


Xo situation in history is more re- 


markable and interesting. 
The great 


young republic is in leading strings to 
;a monarchy, the subjects of-which are 


I perhaps more than any other people 
I devoted to their emperor. How it will 


work out none can foresee, but all the 
world will watch the experiment with 
Interest and some anxiety. 


Count Okuma, premier of Japan, has 


spoken more than fair. . He has sol- 
emnly pledged not only himself and 
his government but his people. In his 
"message to the "United,States" when 
he took his first steps In his big diplo- 
matic move he said, "It is my desire 
to convince your people of the sin- 
cerity of my government and of my 
people in all their utterances and as- 
surances connecter! with the present 
regrettable situation in Europe and the 
far. east." 


It is welt known to all students of 


oriental affairs that the far east has 
seethed with intrigue on the part of 
the European nations competing for its 
control. Like Russia In Manchuria and 
Mongolia, Japan in Manchuria and 
Korea, Great Britain in Hongkong and 
Tibet, and Germany in Shangtung all 
desired political and territorial domi- 
nance; also :n Fukien, in the Yangtse 
valley, up the West river and In Pu- 
nan, Japan, England and Franco have 
sought for commercial dominance. 


Under the Okuma doctrine, as Count 


Okuma interprets it, Japan is attempt- 
ing to fortify China politically against 


the Intrigues of European nations, par- 
ticularly GcrnianyT-arul that Japan de- 
sires' dominance in China solely to 
protect China against encroachments 
upon her interests and trade on the 
part of European nations, principally 
ty>5e with whom the allies are at war. 


"As premier of Japan I have stated 


and I now state again to the people of 
America and of the world." said Count 
Okuma in. his message to America, 
"that Japan has no ulterior motive, no 
desire to secure more territory, no 
thought of depriving China or any 
oilier peoples of anything which they 
now possess. My government and my 


people have given their word anrt their 
pledge, which will be as honorably kept ; 
as Japan always keeps promises." • 
' 


Ho declared that the uneasiness and 


suspicion in the United States In con- ' 
ncctlon with the Japanese negotiations 
at Peking were "based upon misunder- 
standing and misinformation scattered 
broadcast by interested mischief mak- 
:rs." 
Ami again he reiterated that 


Japan "has not infringed the rights of 
other nations and has adhered-strictly 
to the principle of equal opportunity 
and has not attempted to secure a mo- 
nopoly in China nor a 
protectorate 


over China." 


It Japan means to observe these 


pledges to. the letter.the Okuma doc.T 
trine may not only follow the lead of 
its great prototype, but will far tran- 
scend 
any 
possibilities the United 


States has ever conceived as attached 
to Its Monroe doctrine. .The Japanese 
can eave and make China and benefit 
the world at large immeasurably, but 
the world will watch with anxiety to 
learn whether the new doctrine la to 
bo a benefit or a blight.

Wellington's Dutch and 
Belgian allies were swept away, but his 
3,000 British under Picton fixed bayo- 
nets 'and charged into the mass of 
French, who reeled down the hill. 
In- 


stantly the British cavalry under Som- 
erset and Ponsonhy rode in from each 
side of Picton'j* line, drove the French 
beyond their artillery, sabered the gun- 
ners and the throats of the horses. 


Xey charged the hill with 21,000 cui- 


rassiers. Wellington formed his 6,000 
British guards in nine open squares. 
The heavy guns were double shotted 
with canister and tore great gaps in 
the enemy's ranks, but the French gal- 
loped on. 
The nine British squares, 


under Maitland, stood as if rooted to 
the ground. Not a musket was fired 
until tho cuirassiers were within thirty 
yards. 
Then the slaughter was awful. 


Twelve times .the French cavalry ral- 


lied and rodo forward in as many gal- 
lant and desperate charges. They rode 
right on to the guns, some of which 
were fired when the muzzles were ac- 
tually touching the horses' breasts. The 
cuirassiers could not break those fa- 
mous squares, but they would not re- 
treat.

and festive parades. They are not for 
war. 


It has remained for the women of

Sidewalk defects are especially noticeable along the route of the 


\fhiie Way, for in the even clear glare one can notice the many de- 
pre sions .and elevations that make walking in Lowell unpleasant. 
The 


Many varieties of sidewalk also make a patchwork effect which detract 
froDi the general appearance of the city to no slight extent. 
This is a 


point that should nppenl to our storekeepers and property owners, who, 
with the cooperation of the city, can do a great deal in a short time to 
remedy oni1 sidewalk defects. 


• 
The store fronts, too, and buildings generally should be improved in 


some sections so that the street will he worthy of the light. - It does cot 
look proper to have metropolitan lights showing up defects that would 
fee more in keeping with a country village. 
One has but to walk through 


parts of.Middlesex street .to see the new obligations which the bright lights 
have placed on the property owners of that street. The lighting system 
was meant.partly to aid.the merchants, and the merchants should now 
do their, share to add to the general appearance of the property honored 
by thc'Whilc Wny.

' We have jumped into the forefront in our lighting system; let us. 


be .'consistent and improve along other lines until we can compare with 
all progressive cities in other respects also.

RUSSIANS TOOK AT.l, WAR MATE- 


RIALS BKFORl? BVACUAT1XG 


PHZEJIVSI, 


PETIiOGRAD, via

g.42 a. m.—Russian troops on the fronts 
to the. north and west of the fortress 
of Przemysl evacuated their positions 
Wednesday night after all the war ma- 
terials taken from the Austrians had 
been removed, according to an 'Official 
statement issued last 
night 
by the 


Russian general staff. 
It Is explained 


that after the capture of Jaroslau and 
Radymno by the Austro-Gennan forces 
they began to spread along the west 
hank of the San, making the defense 
of Przemysl a difficult task. The Rus- 
b'iane contend they realized from the 
rtret that Przemysi was incapable of 
defending Itself and 
they 
remained 


there only as long as it served their 
purpose. The positions occupied around 
Przemysl extended the Russian front 


, hy about 24 miles and the troops oc- 


• cupying them were exposed to a con- 
• centrated artillery fire. 


The text of the communication fol- 


lows: 


"We carried away from Przemysl the 


materials taken from the Austrians. 


• This finished, wo removed on Tuesday 
" the last of our batteries. 
Tho fol- 


lowing night our troops, pursuant to 
orders evacuated the fronts 
to 
the 


north and west of the positions sur- 
rounding the city and formed a more 
concentrated force to the east.

soon that a body was buried there.

murder was committed the ground was 
frozen too hard to make burial possi- 
ble, and that the body was covered 
with the boughs until spring, when 
the ground thawed.

Compromises in Railroad Bills- 


Legislature May be Prorogued 
Tonight 


g 


BOSTON', 
June 
4— The legislative 


committee on railroads has 
reported 


two new railroad 
bills affecting the 


finances of the Xew York, New Haven 
& Hartford railroad as substitutes for 
the ones which Oov. Walsh vetoed. 


These new bills were hrought forth 


yesterday after many hours of discus- 
sion and conference, in which the gov- 
ernor, the public service commission. 
George W. Anderson, the railroad com- 
mittee of the legislature and two or 
three other members of the legislature 
took part from time to time. 


The hills are, as was to be expected, 


compromises, but they are apparently 
satisfactory lo all parties interested, 
and there is every reason to expect 
that they will be passed by the legis- 
lature and signed by the governor, 
possibly in time for prorogation to- 
night. 


Savings rtonks Appeased 


The other important change in the 


bill as now drawn is the insertion of 
the word "hereafter," which prevents 
the proposed law from being retro- 
active. 


Representatives of the savings banks 


.feared, that if the bill were passed in 
I the form recommended by the gover- 
nor, some of the railroad bonds now- 
held by the savings institutions might 
be invalidated or at least put under a 
cloud, for the reason that the total 
amount of bonds of some 
company 


might exceed the amount of the capi- 
tal stock. This 
objection

[weight with the governor and was 
| met hy the introduction of the word 
'"hereafter."

The caveat in the bill which the leg- j

ments. This clause was opposed by the 
governor on the ground that it would 
rive the railroad opportunity to prove 
hat some of its investments had In- 
creased in value and therefore that the 
capital had 
not 
been 
impaired, al- 


-hough the investments might 
have 


been imprudent when they were made. 


The caveat clause in the governor's 


bill provided that the public service 
commission might base Its rulings in 
regard to fares on its determination as 
to whether the investments of the'rail- 
road had been reasonable and proper, 
irrespective of their 
present 
market; 
value. 


From the bill reported by the com- 


mittee yesterday the words "reason- 
able and proper" have 
been 
stricken 


out. and the phrase "properly made and 
incurred for lawful purposes" has been 
substituted in the caveat clause. 


The amendment seems to satisfy the 


governor and the public service com- 
mission and was not objectionable to 
the members of the railroad commit- 
tee; the latter contended that the -ca- 
veat provision was 
unnecessary 
and 


useless and that the distinction made 
by the governor was unimportant. 


As has been said, the new bill pro- 


vides for an investigation by the pub- 
lic service commission of the invest- 
ments and indirect -liabilities 
of

New Haven at an expense of 510,000 to 
be borne by the railroad.

.which is attracting so much attention in Lowell is somewhat better than 
tie streets it illuminates. 
Some parts of the city are in keeping with

lights throw (heir brightness they show up defects that look worse than 
before the inauguration of ihe new lighting system. In other words, they 
have set a new standard and the city as a whole has not yet come up 
to i(. 
. 


Sidewalk defects arc especially noticeable along the route of the 


.White Wav, i'or in the even clear glare one can notice the many de- 
pressions and elevations that make walking in Lowell unpleasant. The 
many varieties t»C sidewalk also make a patchwork effect which detract 
from fbe general appearance of the city to no slight extent. This is a 
point (hat should appeal to our storekeepers and property owners, who, 
with,tho cooperation of the city, can do a gre'at deal in a short time to 
remedy our sidewalk defects. 


The sfore fronts, loo, and buildings generally should be improved in 


Borne sections so that the street will he worthy of -the light. It does not 
look proper fo have metropolitan lights showing np defects that would 
be more in keeping with a country village. One has but to walk through 
parts of Middlesex street to see (he new obligations which the bright lights 
have placed on (he property owners of that street. The lighting system 
was meant partly lo aid the merchants, and (he merchants should now 
do their share to add to the general appearance of the property honored 
by (lie White Way. 


We have jumped into the forefront in our lighting system; let us 


be consistent and improve along other lines until we can compare with 
all progressive cities in other respects also. The new lighting system, 
let it be remembered, is quite expensive, and the fact lhat the cost is borne 
entirely by the city places an obligation upon fho property owners which 
they should not be slow io discharge. Whether the lights shall prove 
•worth what they cost depends largely upon the use ire make of them as 
an incentive to the improvement of abutting property.

Scores Nation's Lackj 
of Preparedness 


; ANNAPOLIS,' Jfd., Juno 4.—Rear Ad- 


miral Fisk«, who attracted widespread 
attention by his 
statements 
to 
the 


bouse naval committee on the lack of 
adequate naval equipment, 
and 
who 


• later retired from the office 
of 
aide 


for operations in the navy department, 
epoke at length on the imprcparedness 
o£ the fleet here last night at the na- 
val academy alumni dinner. 
Admiral 


Fiske spoke of the needs of the navy 
and the necessity of making laymen 
realize them, and said: 


"Let us. estimate the situation brief- 


ly, and consider first what kind 
of 


atta'ck 
we- should 
have 
to 
guard 


against. Evidently an attack by one of 
the great naval powers is the 
only 


kind we need consider. Clearly, the at- 
tacking'force would be as great as the 
attacking power could spare, In order 
to ensure its success and minimize its 
losses. 
This means that the attacking force 


would Include battle cruisers, drcad- 
noughs, pre-dreadnoughts. scout cruis- 
ers, destroyers, submarines, mine depot 
ships, mine layers, mine sweepers, air- 
ships and aeroplanes, all fully manned 
and all strategically 
directed 
by 


general staff. 
"What have we with which to oppose 


this force? A smaller number of dread 
noughts, predreadnoughts and destroy 
ers than the enemy would bring; no 
battle cruisers, no effective scouts, one 
airship recently contracted for. only 
three good aeroplanes, not yet ready; 
an embryonic aeronautical service, two 
mine de-pot ships, one mine layer and 1'J 
mine sweepers; also about 25 subma- 
rines of ail kinds and ages, distributed 
over the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, 


Panama,' Hawaii and the 
Philippines, 


none of which have ever attempted 
feats like those 
so 
effectively per- 


formed in foreign navies now; and an 
inadequate 
merchant 
marine 
from 


which to get auxiliaries. To man even 


"''lhis""insufllcient material, we have an 


enlisted personnel insufficient even for 
that, even in time of 
peace, and 
no 


- trained reserves, and no general staff, 


or similar agency, to direct the whole. 


"We must make the layman realize 


that the naval profession has devel- 


oped greatly within the last 10 years 
In Europe, because of the Imminence 
of the awful war for which her navies 
strenuously prepared; while we o£ tha 
United States, feeling secure 
behind 


the bulwark of the ocean, have not se- 
riously prepared, ar.d have therefore 
dropped behind in the march of naval 
progress and have been, in fact, out- 
stripped. 


"We have seen the battle cruiser, the 


scout, the submarine, the airship, the 
acroplnnc and the mine being devel- 
opr-d by foreign nations into effective 
nsfrumenls of war; while their offi- 
-eis and 
men have been 
efficiently 


rained in thoir use and tactics; hut 
ve have not developed them Into ef- 
'ective instruments of war ourselves, 
and therefore, our ofiicers and men 
,ave not been efficiently trained in their 
use and tactics. We have observed tho 
ormalion of groat organizations of 
ilghly trained reserves, but have got- 
.en none ourselves worthy of 
tho 


lame.

RIALS BEFORE EVACUATING 


PETROGRAD. via 
London, June 4^ 


8.42 a. m.—Russian troops on the fronts 
to the north and west of the fortress 
of Przemysl evacuated their positions 
Wednesday night after all the wnr ma- 
terials taken from the Austrians had 
been removed, according to an official 
jttatcnient issued last 
night b/ the 


Russian general staff. 
It is explained 


that after the capture of Jaroslau and 
Radymno by the Austro-German forces 
they began to spread along tho west 
bank of the San. making the defense 
of Przemysl a difficult task. The Rus- 
sians contend they realized from the 
first that Przemysl was incapable of 
defending itself and 
they 
remained 


there only as long as it served their 
purpose. The positions occupied around 
Przemysl extended the Russian front 
hy about 24 miles and the troops oc- 
cupying1 them were exposed to a con- 
centrated artillery fire. 


The text of tha communication fol-. 


• Iowa: 
"We carried away from Przemysl the 


materials taken from the Austriana. 
This finished, we. removed on Tuesday 
the last of our batteries.

lowing night our troops, pursuant to

Compromises in Railroad Bills- 


Legislature May be Prorogued 
Tonight 


BOSTON*, 
June 
4—The 
legislative 


committee on railroads has 
reported 


(wo now railroad bills affecting the 
finances of the N'cw York. Xew Haven 
,t Hartford railroad as substitutes for 
the ones which Gov. Walsh vetoed. 


These new bills were brought forth 


terially both from the one which the 
governor vetoed and also from the one 
which he recommended as a substitute. 
but the variation is, after all, one of 
words rather than of principle. 
The 


new bill is much shorter than either 
of. the former ones.

The caveat in the bill which the leg- 


islature passed provided that the pub

by the governor was unimportant. 


As-has been jaid. the new hill pro- 


vides for an investigation by the pub-

ments and indirect liabilities of

?*ew Haven at an expense of $10,000 to 
be borne by the railroad. 


This provision was in a resolve orig- 


inally submitted by the public service 
commission and was afterward put in 
the main bill, but was stricken out by

The governor and the public service

A QUARTER CENTURY AGO 


Having 
previously referred to the 


sale and demolition of the old St. Pe-

—RESCUED BY HER FATHER

utes in his rescue work last evening,

Gingras girl who was sitting on the 
curbstone, lost her balance and pitched 
lead foremost into the manhole. 


Tho manhole is about 10 feet In depth 


with about three feet of water at the 
bottom. The child managed to aim 
around In the basin, but was unable to 
extricate herself. She got hold of a 
brick in the 
wall 
surrounding 
the 


basin and managed to keep 
herself 


above water for a few minutes. In the 
meantime the father, who was at his 
home opposite the basin, was notified 
and he rushed to the scene. 
A glance 


in the basin was enough to satisfy him 
that his little daughter was in great 
danger of losing her life, for at that 
time she had lost her hold on the wall 
and was standing at the bottom with 
only her hands above water.

' to it. 


Sidewalk defects are especially noticeable along the ronto of the 


White Way, for in the even clear glare one can notice the many de- 
pressions and elevations that make walking in Lowell unpleasant. 
The 


aany varieties of sidewalk also make a patchwork effect which detract 
frpm the general appearance of the city to no slight extent. This is a 
point that should appeal to our storekeepers and property owners, who, 
with the cooperation of the city, can do a great deal in a short time to 
remedy our sidewalk defects.. 


The store fronts, too, and buildings generally should be improved in 


tome sections so that the street will be worthy of the light. It does not 
look proper'to have metropolitan lights showing up defects (hat would 


-be more in keeping with a country village. One has but to walk through 


parts of Middlesex street to see the new obligations which the bright lights 
have placed on the property owners of that street. 'The lighting system 
was meant partly to aid the. merchants, and the merchants should now 
'do-their share to add to the general appearance of the property honored 
b} tbe White Way. 


We have jumped into the forefront in our lighting system; let us 


be: consistent and improve along other lines until we can compare with 
all progressive cities in other respects also. 
The new lighting system, 


let it be remembered, is quite expensive, and the fact that the cost is borne 
entirely by the city places an obligation upon the property owners which 
they should not be slow to discharge. 
Whether the lights shall prove 


worth what they cost depends largely upon the use we make of them as 
an incentive to the improvement of abutting property. 


PAN-AMERICAN QUESTION 


The suggestion hae been made that 


the settlement of the Mexican question 
bu regarded aa a Pan- American matter, 
and there are points which recom- 
mend such a solution.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 4.—Rear Ad- 


miral FiBke, who attracted wldespreaS 
attention by hie 
statements 
to

house naval committee on tho lack of 
adequate naval equipment, and 
who 


later retired from the office 
of 
aide 


for operations in the navy department, 
epoke at length on the unpreparedness 
of the fleet here last night at the na- 
val academy alumni dinner. 
Admiral 


Fisk« spoko of tbe needs of the navy 
and the necessity of making laymen 
realize them, and said: 


"Lei us estimate the situation brief- 


ly, and consider first what kind 
of 


attack 
we ' should 
have 
to 
guard 


against. Evidently an attack by one of 
the great naval powers Is the 
only 


kind we need consider. Clearly, the at- 
tacking force would be as great as the 
attacking power could spare, in order 
to ensure its success and minimize Its 
losses. 
This means thaf-.the attacking force 


would include battle cruisers, dreart- 
noughB, pre-dreadnoughts, scout cruis- 
ers, destroyers, submarines, mine depot 
ehips, mine layers, mine sweepers, air- 
ships and aeroplanes, all fully manned 
and all strategically 
directed by a 


general staff. 


"What have we with which to oppose 


this force? A smaller number of dread- 
noughts, predreadnoughts and destroy- 
ers than the enemy would bring; no 
tattle cruisers, no effective scouts, one 
airship recently contracted 
for, 
only 


three good aeroplanes, not yet ready; 
an embryonic aeronautical service, two 
mine depot ships, one mine layer and 12 


-mine sweepers; also about 25 subma- 


rines of all kinds and ages, distributed 
over tha Atlantic and 
Pacific 
coasts, 


Panama, Hawaii and tbe 
Philippines, 


none of which have ever 
attempted 


feats like those 
so 
effectively per- 


formed in foreign navies now; and an

LWe must make tbe layman realize 


. that the naval profession has devel- 


oped greatly within the last 10 years 
in Europe, because of the imminence 
of tho awful war for which her navies 
strenuously'prepared; while we of the 
United States, feeling secure, 
behind 


tho bulwark of the ocean, have not se- 
riously prepared, and have therefore 
dropped behind in the march of naval 
progress and have been, In fact, out- 
stripped. 


"We have seen the battle cruiser, the 


scout, tho submarine, the airship, the 
aeroplane and the mine being devel- 
oped by foreign nations into effective 
Instruments of war; while their offi- 
cers and 
men have been 
efficiently 


trained in their use and tactics; but 
we have not developed them into ef- 
fective instruments of war ourselves, 
and therefore, our officers and men
